Canadian Motor ive Production 
Has Seasonal Drop in October| 


By RAY CARMICHAEL 

Montreal Correspondent 
Bec. 2. Production of automobiles in Canada 

showed the usual seasonal decline during October, when the 
output numbered 14,670 cars, a drop of 16 per cent. from the Sep- 
tember production of 17,495 cars, and a drop of 3 per cent. from the 
output of 15,113 cars reported in October, 1925, the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics announced today. ° 

Comparison of this month’s figures with those of the previous 
month showed that, with the exception of a sharp advance in the 
number of chassis to 2,737 from 1,535, all types of cars registered 
lowered outputs; open passenger cars declined in number to 3,844 
from 4,874, closed models to 5,210 from 7,276, trucks to 2,874 from 
3,250 and taxicabs or buses to five, from cighteen reported for Sep- 
tember. Compared with production in October of last year, the 
month’s output marked an advance in all types, with the exception 
of open passenger cars and taxicabs or buses, 

For the ten months ended in October, Canadian production of 
automobiles totaled 187,536 in number and the aggregate sales 
values, f. o. b. plant, was $114,450,116, as compared with an output 
of 142,567 units, worth $92,434,978, during the corresponding period 
of 1925.

Crude Rubber Invoiced to U.S. for 3 
Weeks in November Totals 23,347 Tons 








Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 
Washington, Dec. 2.—A total of 
23,347 tons of crude rubber was 
invoiced to the United States from 
London and Liverpool, British Ma- 
laya, Ceylon and the Dutch East 
Indies for the three weeks of No- 
vember, ended November 20, the 
rubber division of the Department 
of Commerce announced today. 
The figures are based on reports 
from, American consular officers at 
Singapore, Penang, Colombo, Ba- 
tavia, Medan and London and Liv- 
erpool. The largest: single ship- 
ment for any week consisted of

States re-exported 1,366 tons of

IN PLATING PARTS 


Advances in Weather 
«Resistance Shown at 
Olympia Show 


ONDON, Dec. 2.—British) 
engineers of late have) 


paid a great deal of attention 
to the plating of steel parts, 
in order to make them per- 
manently weather-resisting. 
A survey of car parts and ac- 
cessories made at the recent 
Olympia show indicated that 
some rea] advances are being 
made in this field. 

Plating metal parts to keep 
them from tarnishing is a popu- 
lar practice which, so far as au- 
tomobiles are concerned, uses a 
coating of nickel or copper. This 
is deposited electrically on the 
parts to be protected, and, if the 
work is done properly, the plat- 
ing stays where it is put for an 
indefinite length of time. 

While the steel or iron parts so 


covered cannot rust, the plating is: 


subject to a certain amount of tar- 
nishing caused by the moisture in 
the air. Consequently, 
are forever seeking for a2 more 
nearly perfect plating process. 

At the aforementioned exposi- 
tion, various accessories, radiators, 
ete., were shown which had been 
plated electrically with metallic 
chromium. 

It is well known that mixing this 
element to the steel greatly in- 
creases its resistance against mois- 
ture. Similarly a thin but glass- 
hard and absolutely smooth layer 
of+ chromium electroplating pro- 
tects metal surfaces. The chro- 
mium plating resembles highly pel- 
ished silver in appearance but is 
slightly gray in color. 

The price of chromium plating 
in England varies, but $5 te $6.25 
is quoted for plating headlichts, 
30 cents for door handles, $1.10 
for a set of four hub caps and 
$5.75 for ~ windshield ' frames. 
Prices are lower than these aver- 
ages for plating new metal, and 
higher if a nickel plating must 
first be removed.

The Locomobile Company of 
America advises: “In order -to 
guard against loss of solution, make 
sure that all water connections are 
tight before adding alcohol.” The 
Nash Motors Company suggests a 
solution of 35 per cent. alcohol and 
64 per cent. water.
